The commission nlso has Issued an
order permitting the Mutual Tele-
phone company of Wilcox and Ash
Grove to disconnect its lines from the
Wilcox = Telephone company. .The
mutual company has had connection
with the Wilcox company’s lines un-
der a contract that provided free in-
terchange of traffic between subscrib-
ers of both companies, The mutual Is
not a public service company, giving
sorvice only to its members. Trouble
over the agreement resulted In the
matter reaching the commliesion.

Quent registration required. In some
other states a permanent list of quall-
fled voters 1s made and registration
bourds sit for the purpose only of
makig corrections and additions to
this list. In Massachuseits olties only
new voters and those who change
thelr residence are required 1o ap-
pear before the board.

YUAN REPORTED TO MHAVE AR
RANGED AN ARMISTICE,

WILL BE FOR TEN WEEKS

Chaos Reigns in ﬁ-klng City, With
Ne Real Head of the Government
in Evidence.

London.—The Dally Telegraph's Pe
king correspondent says he is re-
liably Informed that Yuan &h K
has practically arranged a len weeks
armistice with the rebel genernlissi
mo, This will permit Yuan to go im-
mediately to Peking and form & cabli-
net. He will also attempt to soive
the present confusion

Peking—Yuan 8hi Kal stil) declines
to ‘accept the premlership, although
negured of the suppurt of the natlonal
assembly and General Chang, in com:
mand of the Lanchau troops. Both
the assembly and General Chang,
"however, Insist that when the pariia
ment {8 elected the premier shall ve
chosen by that body,

In the meantime affairs here are
In a state of chavs. No tangible heud
of the government Is ¥isible. The gov-
ornment urgently mneeds funds and
hopes that the Franco-Belgian loan
will be forthcoming, to enable the
military operations and the adminis
trafon to be carrfed on. The inteér
bational group refuses to supply war
funds. The government is urging the
Eroup to advance money in order to
allay the threatened financial ang
public deadlock In Peking, ae it 1s
feared that the noncirculation of
money will cause serlous hardships to
the coolles and the lower classes,
which possibly might lead to local
disturbances,

To this the group Is Inclined to ac
cede, althqugh forelgn commercial 1n
terests at Peking are inconsiderable.
The question of tangible security ap
pears to be almost Insurmountanle,
but the negotiations continue. 'The
